One 
of 
G ettysburg’s 
illustrious 
battlefield guides received what was 
probably the most thorough “baw*l- 
ing out ’ of his life, and narrowly 
escaped being the cause of arrest of 
an innocent motorist on Friday, when 
State motor patrolm an Rankin Met­ 
calfe spied a 
party 
of New* 
York 
tourists parked in their car at the 
top of a hill on the Lincoln Highway 
west of town. 
Patrolman Metcalfe said that the 
driver was violating two of the laws 
governing the use of the highways 
in parking his ear anywhere on a 
hill, and in not pulling over to the 
right as far as the ground would 
allow* 
But for the fact that the driver of 
the car was acting under the advice 
of a battlefield guide, who, he said, 
should have known better, arrest and 
heavy fine would have been the por­ 
tion of the offending motorist. 
Tho 
patrolman then proceeded to “bum ” 
all battlefield 
guides 
who 
do 
not 
know sufficient of the motor laws of 
their own State to be able to adviso 
strangers 
whom 
they undertake to 
guide. 
Increasing strictness in the m atter 
-af enforcement o f-the motor law*s of 
Pennsylvania will be the rule with 
the new* highway motor patrol, says 
Mr. Metcalfe. 
Parking on a hill, or 
without moving the car as far to the 
right on the road as possible, will 
be one of the chief points watched. 
Another 
things 
to

guarded 
against by motorists, said the patrol­ 
man, is wiring license plates on the 
brackets in place of bolting; license 
plates must be bolted to the brackets, 
according to the provisions of the 
law. • 
The rear license bracket must be 
in plain view*, it is warned, and this 
precludes placing the tag on tile ma­ 
chine in such a w*ay that more than 
twelve iches of the body overhang 
the tag. This is a violation which is 
especially 
common 
with 
trucks, 
! Patrolman Metcalfe said. 
Muffler cut-outs 
on 
motorcycles, 
trucks and automobiles must not be 
opened on any State highway, said 
I Mr. Metcalfe. 
The days of roaring 
engines are past, and all who violate 
this provision will be subject to a 
heavy fine.
